During recent years encmies of 
the British Empire have been very busy 
in the United States. “Britain is trying 
to swindle you’’ has been the burden of 
their pernicious propaganda. Those who 
know the British character, of course, 
paid no heed to this campaign of slander ; 
but millions of Americans are as ignorant 
of British history as the average English- 
man is ignorant of the history of the 
United States, with the result that 4is- 
trust has been engendered and good rela- 
tions have been impaired. Monday's pay- 
ment will work a great change in Ameri- 
can public opinicn, The New York Press 
already is loud in its praise of British 
good faith, and the hard-headed denizens 
of the Middle West will begin to 
modify their views on Albion’s perfidy. 
Economically, however, there wil] be a 
different story to tell. These payments 
are being made not by gold, but by 
cheque. In other words, Britain is pay- 
ing America by giving her a mortgage on 
future goods and services. Finally, of 
course, there is no other way. Britain 
must either supply America directly with 
these goods and services, or supply them 
to other countries in competition with 
American exporters, in order that she may 
be abie to apply the resultant credits in 
liquidating portion of her debt, “The 
United States, therefore, must make its 
choice. British goods and services must 
be accepted in increasing volume or foreign 
markets must be sacrificed, 
America cannot have matters both ways. 
She wants to export such goods as the 
home market is unable to consume, in 
order to save her workers from unemploy- 
ment. "She does not wish, however, to 
import goods, and Congress has passed 
the Fordney-McComber Tariff Bill to keep 
them out of the country. . The Tariff 
regulaiions must be dropped or the 
United States must continue to amass 


and consequentiy will be utterly worth- 
less. The situation in America has no 
parallel in history, The country 1s 
suffering from embarras de richesses. The 
total gold supply of the world amounts 
to about 8,246,000,000 dollars. Of this 
sum 3,874,000,000 dollars—or slightly less 
than fifty per cent.—repose in the United 
States. Before the war America’s share 
of the world’s gold was only 1,887,000,000

potamus. Surely enough, the pygmy 
hippopotamus was duly discovered. 
Now a pygmy elephant is added to 


these marvels. Its existence had been 
suspected, but a living example, a young 
female, is now on exhibit at the London 


Zoological Gardens—the Dublin “ Zoo,”’ 
unfortunately, still exhibiis nothing 


diminutive but its bank -account. The 
tiny pachyderm has hairy ears and stands 
just over three feet high ; and its parents, 
both of which fell to its captor's gun, 
are stated to have been six feet high, or 
rather more than half the stature of a full 
grown African or Indian elephant.

The political world is now hand 
like a giant beehive; for members o 
Parliament are returning to London from 
all quarters and meetings are taking place 
to discuss the sifuation. Some of the 
meetings are small and some are largey 
but at all of them there is a great amouns 
of talk. Everybody is discussing the pro- 

sed meeting of Conservative members 
at the Carlton Club on Thursday, and 
whether Mr. Chamberlain will secure a 
majority in favour of the continuance of 
the Coalition. It is the question of the 
day; for upon the answer depends the 
future of the Conservative Party. 

It would be a mistake to attach tog 
much importance to the meeting of tha 
“ die-hard’ Peers and M.P.'s im Arlington 
street today. The opinions of most of 
those present were pretty well known 
beforehand. Lord Salisbury seems to have 
made a good speech on familiar lines ; 
but, though he claims to be speaking tha 
sentiments of the electers generally, 16 
seems impossible that the country is read 
for another Government of the “ Hote 
Cecil.”’ 

There will be much more significance 
in the decisions at the Carlton Club meet- 
ing on Thursday ; for it must be presumed 
that a good many Uniomst M.P.'s have 
received a fairly clear impression of the 
views of their constituents regarding tha 
continuance of the present Coalition. 
Some of them show a marked disinclina- 
tion to say in advance how they intend ta 
vote. One Parliamentary friend in reply 
to my inquiry whether he was “on the 
fence,” replied genially, “ Not. at all, my 
dear old chap. My line is the offensives 
defensive,” which I take to be much the 
samo thing. 

There may, by the way, be an un- 
pleasant scene if Admiral Sueter and Mr. 
J. AM. Erskine, neither of whom has re< 
ceived an invitation to Thursday’s meet. 
ing, carry out their alleged inteniion, and 
attempt to force their way in. It is not 
quite easy to see their loeus standi. Admiru|

MR. CHURCHILL'S ILLNESS. 


Although it may easily be imagined thal 
to make a public speech at this juncture 
is not an entirely agreeable task, there 
has been no suggestion that Mr. Churchill a 
sudden illness is of the ‘“diplomati ' 
variety. On the contrary, it is said thai 
he was most anxious to fulfil his engage: 
ment at Bristol, and that only the peremp- 
tory orders of his medical attendant pre- 
vented him. 

It is not by amy means the first tims 
that a prominent statesman has been laid 
aside by illness at a critical moment. Tha 
most remarkable case in recent years was 
that of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain in 1902. 
When in the July oi that year Lor‘ 
Salisbury made up his mind to retire from 
the Premiership there were a good many 
members of the Unionist Party who 
thought that the Colonjal Secretary, who 
was in many ways the strongest man 
the Government, was the proper person fo 
succeed him. Bunt at thet moment he was 
the victim of a cab accident, with the 
result that the succession passed almost 
automatically to Mr. Balfour. 

It is not likely, as I have already «aii, 


the resignation of Mr. Lloyd George, but 
certainly it would be a curious coincidence 
if it were to take place and if, at that 
moment, the man who in some quarters 
is believed to be his destined successor 
were to be out of action through illness. 
Mr, Churchiil is certainly the ablesi 
speaker among the Coalition Liberal 
Ministers, and, since he went to tha 
Colonial Office, has shown considerable 
gifts of administration, particularly in his 
conduct of Irish affairs. -Moreover, he has 
many friends in the Conservative Party. 
though some of its members have never 
forgiven him for crossing the floor. As 
he 1s not yet fifty, his chances of attain- 
ing some day the highest office in the Stat 
are not to be despised. 

Questions of health have always had an 
important bearing upor political historr. 
But for Lord .Rosebery'’s insomnia his 
tenure ot the Premiership would have been 
longer and happier than it was, and but 
for Mr. Bonar Law’s breakdown in the 
early part of last year the Coalition wou! 
probably have run a much easier course 
His health has in some respects great! 
improved, but he is still unwilling, 
understand, to undergo the constant strain 
involved in accepting the Premiership, as 
some of his friends are urging him to do 


LORD BALFOUR'S MEMORY. 


For somewhat similar reasons Lord 
Balfour is, I am told, unwilling to resumo 
the burden of leadership which he lai: 
down eleven years ago. Physically, he is 
as fit as most men twenty yeasts his junior, 
and mentally he is in most respects as 
alert as ever. But his memory, never his 
strongest point, temporarily gives way nor 
and then in a manner that might be em- 
barrassing in a Prime Minister. 

Once again there is a crowd in attend. 
ance at Downing street watching Ministers 
pass in and out and audibly speculating 
upon their future prospects. The bette 
known figures, however, avoid using the 
famous thoroughfare; for Mr. iJovd 
George generally uses the garden gate of 
his house which opens on the Horse 
Guards’ Parade. Mr. Chamberlain can 
pass in and out of No, 10 from his official 
residence without going into the street, 
while Sir Robert Horne, by a long 
passage, can reach the Cabinet room froin 
the Treasury. Thus there may be a great 
deal of going to and fro without anvbody 
outside being the wiser. i 


LABOUR'S CABINET.

BELFAST, 
ANOMALOUS STATE OF

The announcement in yesterday morn- 
ing's newspapers that Belfast's coal prices 
had been reduced led the hopeful to ask 
the Dublin merchants if their prices 
would be reduced, too—perhaps, by the 
amount of the recent sharp increase. 

Merchants were not encouraging. They 
said that there was no prospect of a re- 
duction nor was there justification for 
one. It was added that the reductions in 
Belfast had merely brought the Northern 
prices down to something like those ruling 
in Dublin. . 

As a matter of fact, Belfast prices are 
now slightly lower than those of Dublin, 


as the following comparative table

Belfast merchants make a point of announcin 
that their quoted prices are subject to a discoun 
of 1s. a ton for cash on delivery. 

It should be remembered that hitherto coal 
has always been substantially dearer in Belfast 
than in Dublin. ‘Belfast is, of course, much 
farther from the English coalfields than Dublin, 
and transit costs are proportionately higher. It 
would seem, however, that, in spite of the addi- 
tional burden, Belfast merchants can afford to 
sell their coal at a lower price. 

It should be added that people living o/:tside 
the Dublin Metropolitan area whe to pay p10- 

ortionately—or, rather, disproportionately— 

igher prices. In Kildare, for instance, thirty 
miles from the city, coal’is sixty shillings a 
ton and upwards, if bought by the son. People 
who can afford to buy, or who have stor 
room for, larger quantities can get it a litt 
cheargr.

Both British and Irish troops were 
attacked in Dublin last night. A bomb 
was thrown in each case, but the soldiers 
sustajned no casualties. The British 
troops were also subjected to revolver fire, 
and replied to it, wounding at least one 
of the attackers. 

All the attacks occurred on the North 
side of the city. The British post attacked 
was that at 143 North Circular road. These 
premises, with No. 141, have been in the 
possession of the British War Office for 
some years, and housed ‘the R.A.M.C. 
nursing staff. : 

Shortly after 10 o'clock last night the 
guard at No 145 noticed eight young men, 
wearing trench coats, walking past the 
building in the direction of the Phoenix 
Park. 

As the young men came opposite 145 a 
bomb was thrown at the house by one of 
them. It exploded close to the building, 
and the explosion shattered all the windows 
on the ground floor, as well as the windows 
in No. 141. 

Simultaneously with the flinging. of the 
bontb the civilians opened fire on the 
house with revolvers. 

The soldiers promptly returned the fire, the 
exchange of shots lasting for little more than a 
minute. . : i 

One of the attackers was wounded in the 
shoulder, and as be staggered away two girls 
rushed to: his assistance, and helped him to 
escape in ‘the direction of Phibshorough. 

The other armed civilians retreated immedi- 
ately afterwards. 

About the,same time revolver fire was opened 
at the British military guard in the Cattle 
Market, close by. . In this case also the at- 
tackers were young men in trench coats. 

The soldiers saw eight or ten of the attackers 
moving about among the huts in the market, : 
and instantly returned the fire, upon which the 
civilians swiftly disappeared. It is not known 
if the attackers sustained any casualties. 

Great alarm prevailed among the people’ in the 
neighbourhood during the attacks, A large 
number of pedestrians were in the vicinity, and 
a hurried rush for shelter took place. 

The troops sustained no casualties, so far as 
is known. 


NATIONAL TROOPS 
AMBUSHED. 


A bomb flung at national troops in a crowded 
Dublin street last night caused no injury to the 
soldiers, but wounded two women. 

The soldiers, who were in a military lorry, 
were passing the Findlater Memorial Church, 
North Frederick street, on their way to the city, 
at 9.30, when the missilo was thrown.

RAIDS AND ROBBERIES, 


At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon three wen, 
one of whom carried a revolver, entered the 
ironmongery shop of Mr. James J. McQuillan, 
36 Capel street, Dublin, and demanded some 
cross-cut, saws. The proprietor delayed the in- 
truders by taking them upstairs to the show- 
rooms, where the saws were stocked, and in 
the meantime a crowd gathered in front of the 
establishment. The sight of the crowd an- 
parently scared the raiders, and they hurriedly 
dersrted without taking anything. 

While Mr. Neil Watkins, Cualan. Foxrock, 
was driving in his Ford motor car along More- 
hampton road, Dublin, at 9.55 last’ night, he 
was “held up” by a number of armed men, 
who compelled him to get out of the vehicle, 
and then drove away in it. 

At 1.20 yesterday morning three men, armed 
with revolvers, entered the premises of the 
National Clothing Factory. 1 Gardiner’'s row, 
and, whilst one of them “ held up” Mr. Peter 
Kenny, the caretrker, the others went through 
the showrooms. Thev apparently failed to find 
what they were looking for, and went away 
emnty-handed. The raiders arrived and left in 
a Ford motor car, which bore no identification 
marks.

MR. BONAR LAW’S POSITION, 


Interest in .to-morrow'’s meeting of Unionist 
members of the House of Commons at the 
Carlton Club is bécoming keen in all political 
quarters (states 7'he T'imes). While it is certain 
that Mr. Chamberlain's authority will not suffice 
to secure complete aéceptance of the policy 
he is likely to recommend, opinions differ 
widely as to the numbers of Unionists who will 
oppose him. 

There is little likelihood 
will‘end without some break in the Unionist 
Party. The nature of the break is expected to 
depend upon factors which cannot yet he 
accurately gauged. Ot these the principal is the 
position which Mr. Bonar Law may take up. 
Considerations of health led him to withdraw 


from the Government in March last year. Since 
then he has acted under medical advice. The

Trouble is brewing again in the Punjab, 
and it is feared that the approaching 
celebrations of the Dewali (the Festival 
of Light) will be marked by bloodshed. 

This festival’ attracts thousands» of 
pilgrims to Amritsar every year, and the 
priest in charge of the famous Golden 
Temple has appealed. to the Sikhs to 
muster with a view to forcing the hands 
of the Government by flooding the jails 
with prisoners. 

One cause of the trouble is a dispute 
between different parties of Sikhs, For 
some time past the members of the Akali 
movement have been harrying the heredi- 
tary tenants of lands attached to the Sikh 
shrines, with the object of compelling them 
to surrender the priests’ dues. The Akalis 
told the tenants that there was no Sirkar ; 
that they themselves were the Sirkar; 
that the tenants were not hereditary 
tenants. Later Akalis bands, wearing 
black turbans and armed with daggers and 
staves, cut the tenants’ standing crop9 
and carried them away. 

These outrages and others have been 
followed by firm action on the part of the 
Punjab Government, and at the ‘moment 
there are 1,500 men in jail. The Akalis

In addition to the religious dispute thera

The exhumation was conducted with great 
secrecy, and even the vicar was unaware of the 
action, which was taken under an order issued 
by the West Middlesex Coroner, who holds an 
inquest to-day.

Not a 
hint had reached the public of the exhumation, 
which was carried out in complete seerecy. Tha 
secluded burial ground lies behind Si 
Nicholas’s Church, and close to a picturesque 
old.world part of Chiswick, which runs along 
the river bank, and is known as The Mall. 

The grave was right at the far end of ‘the 
cemetery, and, apparently, no late passers by 
noticed the exhumation party, as they made 
their way between the tombstones—the flicker- 
ing lights from their lanterns now gleaming 
white on the memorials above the dead, now 
throwing fitful shadows as they walked along.

Students of the Royal College of 
Science met esterday at the offices 
of the Students’ Union, 86 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, to discuss what ste

Professor Hackett said that in the Irish Free 
State they must claim academic freedom. Pro- 
fessors and students must not be moved about 
like chattels. - 

They knew the value of the College to the 
country. It was a College, in which students of 
diverse opinions and different creeds could work 
together. 

Mr. A. Crosbie appealed for unity of purpose, 
and said that, if they were unanimous, there was 
a chance of “ pulling through.” There wae no 
-use in being hal -hearted. If they were going to 
make a big plunge, they would have to stand 
side by side. 

A motion that any action should be taken by 
the Students’ Union as a whole was adopted. 

The meeting decided That a committee should 
be appointed to draw up.a protest to be sent 
to the Royal Dublin Society, the Royal Irish 
Academy, the Institute of Chemistry, the Insti- 
tute of Civil and Mechanical Engineers, to any 
other societies it thinks fit. and also to mem- 
bers of the Provisional Parliament. 


DEMONSTRATION PROPOSED. 


Mr. Miller suggested that they should go in 
a body and demonstrate outside Leinster House, 
and put their views before each member of Par- 
liament as he entered. If they could get into 
the House and speak from the floor, it would be 
better still. He was in favour of fighting these 
people to the last gasp. If they stood together 
they would get back, to the College of Science. 

The Chairman said they had no evidence that 
the closing of the College was a military neces- 
sity. Govertiment offices were being moved into 
the College. They had no guarantee that the 
closing of the College was a temporary measure. 
If the students had any guarantee as to when 
they would get back they would be satisfied. At 
present it looked as if the College would re- 
main closed. 

Another speaker declared that the bomb 
which, it was reported, had been found in the 
College was simply an aeroplane dynamo for 
demonstration purposes. 

Several speakers disapproved of the proposed 
mass demonstration, under present conditions, 
and Mr. Miller suggested that their case should 
be placed before the country’s Parliament. 
They could get an Independent member to move 
that a deputation be heard, and get at the 
people who could let them back. The only 
people who could do that were the Provisional 
Government. 

It was resolved that the Committee appointed 
be requested to take whatever steps are neces- 
sary to bring their case before the Provisional 
Parliament. - 

A motion was'also passed to the effect that 
the students of the College of Science refused 
to he absorbed into the classes of any other 
academic institution. 


DEPUTATION. NOT RECEIVED. 


It was decided to send a deputation to the 
Minister of Agriculture to find out under what 
conditions it was proposed to send them to the 
National University, and the meeting was then 
adjourned until the afternoon. * 

When the students reassembled, the Chairman 
announced that efforts to get into touch with 
the Minister o* Agriculture had failed. but four 
questions had been addressed to him, and 
nothing further could be done until they re- 
ceived a reply. 

Mr. Scales announced that, with the exception 
of first-year students, lectures would be carried 
on as usual until such time as they got direct 
orders to the contrary. ; 

Mr. Miller suggested that all students should 
renort there for work as usual.

HOW THR, DIFFICULTY AROSE. 


The College of Science Students’ Union has 
issued a pamphlet setting out the facts of the 


case. - 

The College was closed on September 28 by an 
Provisional Government order; the students 
learnt that the College had heen closed through 
a notice which appeared in the newspapers two 
days later, instructing them to assemble on 
October 3 at tha Yndustrial Annexe, Grand 
Canal Bank. ' 

They were informed that temporary accom- 
modation for lectures had been obtained at 
various places in the city, but that practical 
work was, and is, virtually at a stand still. 

The students appointed a committee’ which 
interviewed the Minister of Agriculture, who 
said that the College had been closed on ‘the 
advice of the military authorities. He did not 
disclose the reasons for that advice, but E 
pressed himself as satisfied with them. a 
could not say when the College would re-open. 

On September 16 the students were officially 
informed that arrangements had been mace 
whereby first year students would be absorbed 
into the classes of University College, Earlsfort 
terrace, as from the 17th, while socond,’ third 
and fourth year students were to report at 
University College on the 18th, 19th and 20th, 
respectively. 

At a meeting on Monday last, the students 
decided to refuse to go to University College on 
the following grounds :~ 
(a) Suitable accommodation for the students 

could not be provided at Farlsfort terrace, 

where there are no engineering workshops at 
all, and where the laboratory accommodation 
for the chemical students ‘is entirely inade- 
quate 

(b) Entrance into University College was, in 
the opinion of the students, a prelude to the 
closing of the College of Science, and its con- 
version into Government offices, which cpn- 
version is Already heing carried! out. | 

(c) Third and4fourth year students, having done 
the first part of their courses under the pro- 
fessors ol the College of Science, objected to 
have to finish their courses under an entirely 
different staff. 

The manifesto concludes :— 

“We do not wish in any way to emberrass the 
Government or raise imaginary difficulties, end 
are quite willing to co-operate in any scheme 
which will not jeopardise our careers.”

COUNCILS. 


ACTION OF NORTHERN 
GOVERNMENT. 
Gieeoúsniidhpúonnineón 
POSTPONING THE 
ELECTIONS. 

i 
The Local Authorities (Elections and Con- 


stitution) Bill was read a second time in the 
Northern Parliament yesterday. It provides 


for the mement of the next triennial elecr 
tions o Count Councillors, Rural District 
Councillors, Guardians in urban districts 


from 1923 to 1924, and for the extension of the 
terms of office of each existing Councillor and 
Guardian. 

Section 2 of the bill provides that the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, where a local au- 
thority has been dissolved, shall have power to 
provide for the reconstitution of the local au- 
thority by an order reinstating in their former 
offices, without election, and upon such condi- 
tions as the Ministry think fit, all, or any, of 
the persons who held office as members of the 
local authority. immediately ' before ‘its dissolu- 
tion. - 

Mr. Megaw, Pa iiamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry for Home Affairs, moved the second 
reading. He eaid that difficulties had arisen 
in regard to giving effect to the- principles in- 
cluded and embodied in the recent Local Go- 
vernment Act; which abolished proportional re- 
resentation. That abolition necessitated the 
orming of new electoral areas for one-member 
constituencies, jnstead of large electoral areas 
with several members, as under proportional 
representation. 

uring investigations it became plain that 
very serious electoral anomalies existed. Sec- 
tion 7 of the Local Government Act gave the 
Ministry certain powers as to dividing counties 
and apportioning rural districts, and prescribed 
that in fixing county areas due regard should 
he given to equality of the population of every 
division, and also that the valuation and other 
characteristics of particular areas should be 
taken into account. 


SOMETHING LIKE EQUALITY. 


The Ministry decided that the principle should 
be followed, not only with regard to’ the 
formation of county areas, but also with regard 
to rural district areas. It was mani <stly 
fair and just that there should be something 


that one part with a small population should 
not be more highly represented than another 
It was found 
that the revision could not take place in time 
for the elections next year, and provision for 
postponement was therefore necessary. 

Ír. Megaw went on to deal with anomalies 
which existed. in the rural districts before the 
passing of proportional representation, which 
made it necessary that there shovid be an 
alteration of the electoral areas. Some rural 
Councillors were representing areas thirteen 
times the size of areas which returned other 
Councillors. These anomalies existed in all the 
six Northern counties, and it was absolutely 
necessary that this disproportionate representa- 
tion should be put right. They could not go 
back to the old system of voting without mak- 
ing the alterations. When the Emergency 
Powers Bill was adopted certain councils were 
dissolved because they did not recognise the 
Northern Government, and Commissioners were 
appointed to carry on the functions of those 
councils. 

They were advised that the Act abolishing 
those councils gave no power to reinstate them 
if they at any time agreed to recognise the 
Government and carry out their duties. While 
the administration by the Commissioners had 
been satisfactory, and the Government bad 
heard no complaint in regard to it, the Covern- 
ment never intended to carry this on as a 

tmanent system. Coisequently, in the bill 

fore the House, Clause 2 gave the Minister 
of Home Affairs power to reinetate those 
Councillors who agreed to carry out their 
duties under the authority of the Northern 
Government, and who -were willing to take the 
oath of allegiance, which is now obligatory upon 
representatives on local authorities and on the 
officials. ; 

Mr. Lynn suggested that the whole of Clause 
2 in the bill should be withdrawn. He said that 
these recalcitrant councillors defied the Govern- 
ment and paid no attention to the interests of 
the ratepayers. They should not be reinstated 
by Act of Parliament, but, if reinstated at all, 
they should be reinstated by the electors. 


QUESTION: OF PRUPORTION. 


Mr. Robb was in favour of giving the Govern- 
ment power to reinstate these Councils if they 
now showed a desire to carry out their duties 
and’ recognise the Government; but he thought 
that there should be some decision in regard to 
the percentage of each Council which would be 
permitted to carry out the duties of the Council. 
and he did not regard five members out of 
thirty as an adequate proportion. 

Mrs. Chichester said that she was a member 

of one of the Councils which had been dis 
solved, and she considered that the Council 
should remaiy dissolved until the next election, 
in 1924.. She thought that Clause 1, postponin 
the elections, was merely gilding for the ill 
contained in Clause 2. Were gross disloyalty 
and treason to receive no punishment, or only 
the smal! punishment already meted out? The 
Council of which sho was a member built 247 
labourers’ cottages, and only gave 47 to 
Unionists. ! 
‘She hoped that the Government would con- 
tinue to show a strong hand, How could they 
teach obedience or instil discipline unless they 
punished? They might. be satisfied as to the 
conditions, but she suggested that’they should 
wait until May, 19235, before reimstating any of 
these rebellious councillors, and she hoped it 
would not be found necessary to sacrifice the 
loyal elements in these areas to the disloyal. 

Mr. one r said that the Council dissolved tn 
County Fermanagh never represented the 
people, and would not be elected to-morrow. In 
Committee he would move the deletion of 
Clause 2. 

Sir Dawson Bates. Minister for Home Affairs, 
said .that there seemed to be general mis- 
understanding of the Government's desire to re- 
instate the disloyal Councils. This clause showed 
clearly that the Government was determined to 
see that the law was observed and that the 
local authorities should obey the authority of 
the Government; but, having regard to the 
opinions expressed by members, he was willing 
to. withdraw it. 

The second reading was then carried. 


FISHERIES AND LIGHTHOUSES. 


Replying te Mr. Thompson Dovald, who nn- 
qyired if the Minister of Agriculture proposed 
to take over sea and inland fisheries and light- 
houses, Mr. E. M. Arehdale (Minister: of Com- 
merce) said that by Order-in-Council dated lst 
April administrative powers and duties in con 
nection with sea and ipland fisheries, so far as 
Northern Ireland was concerned, were vested 
temporarily in the Chief Secretary. The present 
situation was most unsatisfactory, but the 
question of delegation or transfer of those 
powers and duties to the Ministry of Agricniture 
was one for decision by the Imperial Govern- 
ment. As regards lighthouses, these were still 
included in services reserved to the Imperial 
Parliament. ) 


BOA ISLAND POST OFFICE. 


Mr. G. M. Archdale, Minister of Commerce, 
repiying to Mr. Cooper, said that the administra- 
tion of postal services in Northern Ireland was 
reserved to the Imperial Government, and the 
Northern Government had no control over, or 
responsibility for, the internal organisation of 
the Post Office. If Mr Cooper had any facts 
regarding the appointment of a postman to Boa 
Island Post Cffice, County Fermanagh, which he 
deemed it expedient to bring before the authori- 
ties he would have it referred to the notice of 
the Postmaster-Géneral,

ADDRESS BY MR. J. G. SWIFT 


MACNEILL, 


Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill recounted anecdotes 

of the early days of the Y.M.C.A. movement in 
Dublin at the opening meeting of the winter 
session held at á Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night. 'There was Archbishop Whately, one of 
the greatest thinkers of the age, whose delight- 
ful essay on habits ranked as one of the finest 
‘ever read at the Association. He was a man 
| who entertained a lively mterest in the young 
men and was at all times most caneorely de- 
voted to their cause. : . 
Lord Chief Justice Whiteside was a distinguished 
and very able lawyer, and at one time a mem- 
ber of Barliament for Trinity College.
